We  have  the  Adams,  American,  National 
and  Wells  Fargo  Express  Companies  which  give  good  ship- 
ping facilities.  We  store  Grapes,  Currants,  Goose-berries, 
Blackberries  and  Red  Raspberries  in  the  cellars  for  early 
Spring  shipment.  Strawberries  and  tip  Raspberry  plants 
are  always  fresh  dug  as  wanted  for  shipping.  Every  box  is 
carefully  paper  lined  and  no  care  will  be  spared  to  have 
the  stock  reach  its  destination  in  good  condition. 

No  charge  for  packing  packages  or  carting  to  depot, 
but  after  delivering  to  forwarding  Company  it  is  under- 
stood that  we  are  released  from  any  further  responsibility 
for  its  safe  arrival.
